Library  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilford: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  town,  your 
library  trustees  herewith  submit  to  you  our  annual  report, 
together  with  that  of  the  treasurer  of  the  library  funds  for 
the  year  ending-  February  28,  1911. 

The  library  now  contains  2,183  volumes,  82  volumes 
being  added  since  our  last  report.  Of  these,  80  books 
have  been  purchased  with  the  appropriations  from  the 
town;  the  remaining  two  were  donated.  The  librarian 
reports  that  the  total  number  of  books  loaned  the  past 
year  was  1990,  classed  as  follows:  Fiction,  1,911;  history, 
2;  general  literature,  72;  poetry,  5.  The  largest  number 
of  books  loaned  in  one  day  was  50. 

The  following  named  persons  have  each  donated  one 
volume:  H.  A.  Jones,  Lakeport,  N.  H.,  and  A.  C. 
McClury  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  shall  add  from  60  to  80 
volumes  each  year  to  our  library,  it  is  apparent  to  all  that 
soon  the  present  room  it  occupies  will  be  unable  to  accom- 
modate it  properly.  Therefore  we  would  suggest  that 
some  arrangement  be  made  to  provide  a  more  commodious 
place  for  its  accommodation.

To  the  Voters  of  Gilford  School  District: 

The  truant  officer  enrolled  136  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  16  in  the  September  enumeration. 

Our  school  year  has  been  28  weeks,  except  in  schools 
Nos.  4  and  10  which  lack  one  and  two  weeks  respectively. 
This  will  be  added  to  the  coming-  spring  term  for  these 
schools. 

School  No.  6  was  closed  for  the  fall  term,  as  there  were 
only  3  children  to  attend.  These  were  carried  to  school 
No.  1  for  less  than  half  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  school. 

If  we  get  any  aid  from  the  state  next  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  appropriations  somewhat  at  the 
coming  school  meeting  over  those  of  last  year.  If  you  do 
this,  it  will  enable  the  school  board  to  maintain  30  or 
more  weeks  of  school  and  to  hold  more  of  the  good 
teachers,  rather  than  have  them  taken  away  by  other 
towns,  most  of  which  pay  higher  salaries  than  we  can. 

As  required  by  law,  P.  S.  88:  2  as  changed  laws  1909, 
we  submit  the  following  amounts  to  be  assessed  by  the 
selectmen  for  the  coming  year: 

For  school  books  and  supplies $150.00 

For  flags  and  appurtenances 5.00 

For  tuition 150.00 

These  items  do  not  require  a  vote  at  school  meeting.
